The big wave ofhysteria has washed over 
the depositors of the Antioch Savings and 
Loan (ASL) and the crowds of people, some 
of whom were very upset, are no longer 
waiting and forming long lines in order to. 
check on their accounts with Antioch's new 
savings institution, GreatAmerican Federal • 
Savings and Loan. 

As this paper goes to press there were no 
more long lines standing outside the old ASL 
buildings or crowds of people on the street in 
front. 

The customers were finally able to crowd 
inside by Friday. ' 

One customer we talked to had shown up in 
front of the doors by 9 a.m. on Tuesday, was 
given a number and told that here were ISO in 
front of him. 

When he checked back oyer aiiUioujyLat^r^ 
'they were on number 40. 

. Have the depositors drained that in- 
situation by withdrawing their money, 
transferring it to other financial institutions? 

Well so far the doors of the Statfe Bank 
across the street' have not been battered 
down by former ASL customers and the First 
National Bank down the street has not had to 
add to its staff to handle an ASL influx. 

According to Andrew Bernhart, president 
of the State Bank," We've had some accounts 
from the ASL but not a lot so far. We had 
been having a slow but steady flow of ac- 
counts from the ASL coming in even before 
last week." — r- — ~ — ; ' ' - — 

"We have had an increase in safety deposit 
box holders from there. It'll take time for a 



lot of those depositors to get things- 
straightened out over there," he added. 

Bernhart said that any amount of account 

switching will depend on two things, "how 

well they (the depositors) regard us and if 

' GreatAmerican does a good job convincing 

those depositors that their money is safe." 

Peter eleven, president of the First 
National Bank, said that his bank had seen 
*'no dramatic switchovers." 

"I think that it is a non-event as far as 
customers changing their primary financial 
practices," he said. 

"GreatAmerican is a good operation and 
as long as they provide good customer 
services, I doubt if we will see many 
switchoyers," he added. 

He went on to say that CD's are insured 

..and. they will. pay the same interest as they 

pay anywhere else and most people are not 

willing to lose money in penalties by making 

a switch. 

"People have been aware of the trouble in 
the savings and loans for a long time but they 
also have known that theirmoney is insured,- 
so as long as GreatAmerican provides good 
customer services, as I understand they 
have been doing, I don't exjpect many 
changes," he said. ^ .
